Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-5, filed August 1 6, 2004, with respect to the 
Double Patenting Rejection, and the Obviousness rejection over Leach have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-21 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention relates to apparatus that selectively apply different amounts of pressure to 
different locations on the backsides of semiconductor device structures as one or more 
layers on the opposite, active surfaces thereof are polished or planarized. It is the 
examiner's opinion that the prior art of record considered as a whole, alone or in 
combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious system for polishing a 
semiconductor device structure, comprising: a metrology component; a support 
structure configured to receive the semiconductor device structure; a pressurization 
component including a plurality of independently movable pressurization structures and 
actuators corresponding to each of the plurality of pressurization structures, the 
actuators each being configured to bias a corresponding pressurization structure 
against a backside of the semiconductor device structure with a selected amount of 
force, and a polishing component, together in combination with the rest of the limitations 
in the independent claim.
